LETTER. 


eiVE SONET TO CAMPAIGN 


And Raised a Big Sum Practically at 


the Solicitation of President 


Roosevelt. 


New York, April 3—The 
inside 


facts concerning the $200,000 fund 
which Mr. Harriman raised in 
the 


campaign of 1904 at the request of 
President Roosevelt were given today 
by a financier of international stand- 
ing, who was made familiar with the 
details at the time. He said there 
were four subscribers to the fund, 
each of whom gave $50,000 
They 


were he said, E. H. Harriman, Haui- 


' iiton McK. Twombley, J. Pierpont 


Morgan and the fourth to the best of 
his recollection, was Wm. K. Vander- 
bilt. 


He said that the $200,000 was paid 


to Cornelius N. Bliss, with the ex- 
press understanding that if Channcey 
M. Depew were not appointed ambas- 
sador to France, he was to be return- 
ed to the United States Senate. The 
$20O,OOO was turned over, he said, to

Chairman Odell of

state committee, who received it in 
ignorance of the condition relating to 
Depew' and the Senate. 


It is said that Harriman himself 


had political ambitions and was look- 
ing ahead to the time when he could 
reduce his business cares and take a 
seat in the 
United States 
Senate 


from New York. He figured Platt's 
old age and feeble health would soon 
cause him to resign, and as Depew 
would be under tremendous obliga- 


,. tions to Harriman, he could render 


valuable aid in swinging the legisla- 
ture to elect Harriman. 


, All these plans ,n ere jeopardized by 


the failure of Mr. Bliss to explain to 
Mr. Odell the conditions attached to 
the $200,000. Ignorant of these, Mr. 
Odell went ahead and shaped tilings 
for1 the election of ex-Governor Frank 
Black to the Senate. 


Odell refused absolutely to budge 


from the position he had put the Re- 
publican machine in on the senator- 
ship and while this complication was 
at its height, the settlement with 
Governor Odell by the Mercantile 
Trust company in connection with the 
losses on U. S. Shipbuilding company 
bonds, was effected by the payment of 
$75,000. 


At the last moment Mr. Odell final- 


ly agreed to throw his strength to De- 
| pew, > who was thus returned to the 
Senate. 


New York, April 3.—E. H. Harriman 


gave out a reply to the strictures 
made by President Roosevelt on as- 
sertions in Harriman's letter to Sidney 
Webster, a New York lawyer. Mr. Har- 
riman said the letter was written Jan. 
2, 1906, when his relations with tha 
president were most cordial. A dis- 
charged employe, Mr. Harriman said, 
made the letter public. He adds: 
"While deploring, of course, that tha 
sacredness of a private correspond' 
<Snce should thus be violated, I can not 
•withdraw anything in the letter." Mr. 
Harriman submits copies of a number 
of letters he received from the press- 
dent duVing the summer and fall of 
1904 inviting him to the White House. 
Mr. Harriman concludes: 


"I was asked to go to Washington 


by the president in the interests of 
tfie state ticket. I could help to rais? 
money. That I did help in this regard. 
that I did raise funds immediately 
upon my return from the interview 
•with the president, is undeniable, and 
to this fund I contributed $50,000. The 
president's letter of Oct. 14, 1904, and 
his comment thereon, are Interesting. 
In that letter he suggested that T 
might think there was some danger I 
my visiting him during the closin 
weeks of the campaign, and suggested 
that if I thought so, the visit be post- 
poned until after election, when he 
would ask me to 'discuss certain gov 
ernment matters not connected with 
the campaign.' Here were two dis 
tinct invitations to discuss two differ- 
ent subjects. I could see no danger 
ta visiting him to discuss New York 
politics before the election, and there- 
fore went and discussed the subj-^t 
•lone; and after the election took up 
the other subject for consideration 
•With him. I think if what concerned 
me as the object of the visit had beeo 
the government's relation to the rail- 
roads the interview certainly would 
not have been entirely confined to 
politics." 


In his letter to Mr. Webster, Mr. 


Harriman said: "About a week before 
election in the fall of 1904, when it 
looked certain that the state ticket 
would go Democratic and was doubt 
ful as to Roosevelt himself, the presi- 
dent sent me a request to go to Wash- 
ington. I complied, and he told me 
he understood the campaign could not 
be successfully carried on without suf- 
ficient money. I explained to him that 
I understood the difficulty here wa^« 
mainly caused by the up-state leaders 
being unwilling to support Depew fo- 
re-election as United States senator, 
that if he (Denew) could be taken 
over In some way, I thought that max- 
ters" could be adjusted. 
We talke-J 


over what could be done for Depew 
and finally agreed that, if found neces- 
sary, he would appoint him as ambas 
sador to Paris. With the full belief 
that he, the president, would keep this 
agreement, I came back to New York." 
Mr. Harriman adds that he met Treas- 
urer Bliss and other political leaders 
there, that the money, including a 
$50,000 subscription by himself, wan 
soon raised, and later turned over to 
Treasurer Bliss. 


RUMOR OF SECRETS IN H. CASIMIR-PERIEH'S PAPERS. 


ROOSEVELT 


Contradicts Statements Made In the 


Harriman Letter. 


Washington, April 3. — Regarding 


statements made by E. H. Harriman 
in his letter to Sidney Webster, the 
New York lawyer, President Roosevelt 
said: "I feel particularly fortunate 
that I have been attacked within 
the last few days by both ex-Sen- 
ator Burton and Mr. 
Harriman. 


In denying the assertions 
made in 


the Harriman-Webster letter the pres 
ident made public copies of letters 
which the president wrote to Con- 
gressman Sherman of New York last 
October. In one of these letters the 
president said: "I understand you to 
say that he (HarrimanJ alleged that 
I made this promise (referring to De- 
pew as ambassador to France), at a 
time when he had come down to see 
me In Washington, when I requested 
him to raise $250,000 for the Republi- 
can presidential campaign, which was 
then on. Any such statement is a de- 
liberate untruth—by rights it should 
be characterized by even a shorter and 
more ugly word. I never requested 
Harriman to raise a dollar for the 
presidential campaign in 1904." 


In the correspondence with Repre- 


sentative Sherman which Rooseve t 
gave, out for publication he says that 
Harriman urged him to appoint Depew 
ambassador to France to please big 
financial interests; that Harriman as- 
serted 'M''i'etuH5f-for tbe appointment 
these big financial interests* would 
help his friends, Higgles and Odel!, 
that Harriman was concerned only in 
Inducing Cortelyou to give ^11 possi- 
ble aid to Higgins during Odell's race 
for governor; that Harriman urgei 
him to make no reference in his com- 
ing message to congress on the atti- 
tudes of railroads to the interstate 
commerce commission; that Harrhnaa 
asked him'for an advance copy of his 
message, which was refused; that 
Harriman told Sherman ie would like 
to see Hearstism triumph because he 
Could buy the Hearst crooks; and that 
Harriman told Sherman he could buy 
state legislatures, congress and the 
Judiciary.

Chicago, April 3. — Frederick A, 


Busse, the Republican candidate fof 
mayor, was elected Tuesday over May- 
or Edward F Dunne, his Democratic 
rival, by a plurality of 13,121 votes. 
The total number of votes east for 
Mr. Busse was 18,839, and for Mr. 
Dunne 151,718. The Prohibition can- 
didate polled 5,875 votes and the So- 
clalist 13,459. Two years ago, whea 
Mayor Dunne was elected to office, ha 
polled 163,189 votes, and Jchn M. Har- 
lan, the Republican candidate, 138,671. 
The Socialist vote the same year was 
over 40,000, and their vote was a great 
disappointment to the leaders of tha* 
party. John E Traeger, for city treas- 
urer, was the only Democrat elected, 
outside of aldermen. The new mayor 
will have the city council with hhn, 
but It is very close, as the makeup of 
this body shows 35 Republicans, 84 
Democrats and one Independent Dem- 
ocrat. 


The campaign has been one of the 


most bitter the city has ever known. 
Charges and counter-charges hare 
been hurled back and forth, the per- 
sonal lives of the candidates hat* 
been held up to thq public, antt 
throughout the entire campaign speak- 
ers on both sides have Indulged night 
after night in tirades that were filled 
with invectives and abuse. 


Mayor Dunne abandoned hope with- 


in two hours after the polls had closed. 
He received the returns at his home, 
surrounded by bis family and a few 
friends. He appeared to be greatly- 
affected by the result, and saidr "It 
looks as though the money power has 
overwhelmed us, but our cause is net 
lost 
Municipal ownership and 
gRf-. 


ernmental ownership will win in the- 
end. 
This election has merely acted 


als a check. It will retard u* for «f~ 
while, but the movement will go on»* 
and will in the end be successful.** 


The issues in the campaign hav» 


been largely based upon the-improve- 
ment of the local traction system. 
Both parties were agreed that the 
present conditions were Intolerable, 
but differed as to the best method to 
be employed in revising them. The 
Democratic party, headed by Mayor 
Dunne, stood for immediate municipal 
ownership through condemnation of 
streetcar properties, if the result could 
not be obtained in any other way. Tt» 
Republican party favored ordinances 
•which were recently passed by a Dem- 
ocratic city council over the veto of 
Mayor Dunne. These ordinances pro- 
vided for 20-year franchises for the 
streetcar companies, the city retaining 
the right to purchase the systems for 
$50,000,000 plus the amount to be 
spent for immediate rehabilitation^ of 
the lines, six months' notice being 
necessary of the city's intention to ac- 
quire the property. The ordinance* 
also provide for universal transfers- 
throughout the city, a 5-cent fare, an9 
55 per cent of the net revenue of the 
companies to be paid to the city. The 
fight for and against the adoption of 
these ordinances has been exceedingly 
bitter 
They were carried by a ma- 


jority of about 40,000 votes. The vote 
showed a decided reversal of public 
opinion on the question of municipal 
ownership compared with the fest 
majoraltv campaign two years ago. 
The Prohibition vote ran slightly 
above that of two years ago, while the 
Socialist vote fell off heavily, it being 
more than 12,000 less than that of the 
last cit> election.

Visits Newark and a Meeting Will be 


Held on April 15th to Discuss 


the Matter. 


Mr. J. M. Grant of the Ohio Patri- 


otic Humane Order of the Blind, who 
was in 
the city Tuesday 
has ar- 


ranged for a mass meeting to be held 
in the base'ment of the court house 
on April 15, for the purpose of arous- 
ing a public interest in the effort to 
restore the blind pension law, which 
was declared unconstitutional by the 
Ohio Supreme court a short time ago 


There has been quite a movement 


throughout this part of the state, or- 
iginating at the Institution for the 
Blind at Columbus. In that city it 
fias been taken up and encouraged by 
such prominent men as Mayor Bad- 
ger, Judge 'M. B. Earnhart, 
Judge 


Dillon^JTudges Pugh and Black, ana 
the ReV. "Dr. Hewitt. 
In order that 


the public may know what some of 
the more prominent citizens of Co- 
lumbus think of the recent action 
against the pensioners the statement 
of one prominent judiciary in intro- 
ducing Mr. Grant to a local 
official: 


•'I enclose my views on the subject, 
and have many anfhoritie'! to show 
that the Supreme court was in error. 
The aid of the blind is a public mat- 
ter, and has been so held in all civil- 
ized courts excepting our own."
